After 5 painful years: 

Israel, Hamas announce historic swap for Schallt

JERUSALEM (AP) — In a 

much-anticipated prisoner 
exchange that could hove 
broad implications, Israel 
and Hamas on Tuesday 
announced that an Israeli 
soldier abducted to Gaza 
five years ago would be 
swapped for about 1,000 
Palestinians held by Israel 
and accused of militant 
activity. 

Israel's government ap¬ 
proved the deal early 
Wednesday following a 
three-hour debate after 
both Israeli Prime Minis¬ 
ter Benjamin Netanyahu 
and Hamas leader Khaled 


Moshaal announced the 
agreement in televised 
comments. 

Netanyahu said the cap¬ 
tured soldier, Sgt. Gilad 
Scholit, would return home 


within days. Moshaal, por¬ 
traying the agreement as a 
victory, said the Palestinian 
prisoners would be freed 
in two stages over two 
months. 


Hamas and Israel are bitter 
enemies. Hamas has sent 
dozens of suicide bombers 
into Israel, killing hundreds, 
and Israel blockaded Gaza 
after Hamas seized pow¬ 
er there in 2007, carrying 
out a large-scale invasion 
in 2009 to try to stop daily 
rocket attacks on Israel. 
More than 1,500 Gaza Pal¬ 
estinians have been killed 
in Israeli raids and airstrikes 
since the soldier was cap¬ 
tured. In the northern Gaza 
town of Jebaliya, thou¬ 
sands of Hamas supporters 
flocked the streets, led by 
masked militants.

Justice Department offi¬ 
cials say the men tried to 
hire a purported member 
of o Mexican drug cartel to 
carry out the assassination 
with a bomb attack while 
Al-Jubeir dined at his favor¬ 
ite restaurant. 

“The idea that they would 
attempt to go to a Mexi¬ 
can drug cartel to solicit 
murder-for-hire to kill the 
Saudi ambassador, no¬ 
body could make that up, 
right?” Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said 
in an interview with The As¬ 
sociated Press. 

Clinton was blunt in saying 
the United States would use 
the case as leverage with 
other countries that have 
been reluctant to apply 
harsh sanctions or penalties 
against Iran. Clinton said 
she and President Barack 
Obama called world lead¬ 
ers to tell them of the de¬ 


velopments. 

“This really, in the minds of 
many diplomats and gov¬ 
ernment officials, crosses 
a line that Iran needs to 
be held to account for," 


Clinton said. She said she 
and Obama want to “en¬ 
list more countries in work¬ 
ing together against what 
is becoming a clearer and 
clearer threat” from Iran. 


The U.S. criminal complaint 
said the Iranian plotters 
hired a would-be assassin 
in Mexico who was a paid 
informant for the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion and told U.S. authorities 
all about their plot, which 
they code-named “Chev¬ 
rolet.” 

FBI Director Robert Muel¬ 
ler said many lives could 
have been lost. But Preet 
Bharara, the U.S. attorney 
in Manhattan, said no ex¬ 
plosives were placed and 
no one was in any danger 
because of the informant’s 
cooperation with authori¬ 
ties. 

Attorney General Eric Hold¬ 
er, appearing at a news 
conference with Mueller 
and Bharara, declared, 
“The United States is com¬ 
mitted to holding Iran re¬ 
sponsible for its actions.” 
Shortly afterward, the 
Treasury Department an¬ 
nounced economic penal¬ 
ties against Arbabsiar and 
four Quds Force officers it 


says were involved. 

Asked whether the plot was 
blessed by the very top ech¬ 
elons of the Iranian govern¬ 
ment, Holder said the Jus¬ 
tice Department was not 
making that accusation. 
But he said the conspiracy 
was conceived, sponsored 
and directed from Tehran. 
The U.S. describes the Quds 
Force as Iran's primary for¬ 
eign action arm for support¬ 
ing terrorists and extremists 
around the world. 

The alleged target was Al- 
Jubeir, a commoner edu¬ 
cated at North Texas Uni¬ 
versity and Georgetown 
who was foreign affairs ad¬ 
viser to Saudi King Abdullah 
when he was crown prince.

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Christie backs Romney for GOP presidential bid

LEBANON, N.H. (AP) — New 

Jersey Gov. Chris Christie — 
who spurned repeated colls 
to run for president himself 
— endorsed Mitt Romney 
for the GOP presidential 
nomination Tuesday, send¬ 
ing a signal to the skeptical 
GOP establishment to fall in 
line behind the former Mas¬ 
sachusetts governor. 

“I'm here in New Hamp¬ 
shire for one simple rea¬ 
son: America cannot sur¬ 
vive another four years of 
Barack Obama and Mitt 
Romney’s the man to lead 
America and we need him 
now," Christie said, stand¬ 
ing alongside Romney. 

The endorsement was a 
surprise, coming just hours 
before a GOP presidential 
debate and just a week 
after the pugnacious, bud- 
get-cutting Christie disap¬ 
pointed party elders and 


top GOP donors when he 
decided last week that he 
wouldn’t run for president 
in 2012. In the intervening 
days, Romney and his chief 
rival, Texas Gov. Rick Perry, 
have been scrambling to 
win support from the do¬ 
nors and party elders who 
had been sitting on the 
sidelines and waiting for 
Christie to decide. 

It’s unclear just how much 
impact — if any — the 
endorsement will have 
with voters less than three 
months before the primary 
voting season begins and 
as Romney tries to position 
himself as the party’s inevi¬ 
table nominee. 

Voters tend to make up 
their own minds about who 
to support. 

But Christie’s endorsement 
could influence groups 
Romney has struggled to 
win over — a core segment 
of the GOP establishment 


that isn’t enthused by him, 
and the tea party, many of 
whom view him as insincere 
on issues they hold dear. 


In a hastily arranged news 
conference on the debate 
sidelines, Christie said the 
former Massachusetts gov¬ 


ernor could beat Obama 
and has the right mix of 
private sector and gov¬ 
ernment experience to be 
president. 

Christie also addressed 
what’s perhaps Romney’s 
biggest vulnerability — the 
Massachusetts health care 
measure that he signed 
into law and that was a 
model for Obama’s nation¬ 
wide measure that conser¬ 
vatives detest. 

The New Jersey governor 
said it was “completely 
intellectually dishonest” 
to link Romney’s measure 
with Obama’s. And Chris¬ 
tie added of Romney: “I’m 
proud of him for doing 
what he thought was right” 
on health care in Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Romney, in turn, called 
Christie a “hero” because 
of his record of cutting gov¬ 
ernment spending as gov¬ 
ernor of New Jersey.□

Senate Republicans vote 
to kill Obama’s jobs bill

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate Republicans 
have voted to kill the $447 billion 
White House jobs bill despite weeks of 
barnstorming by President Barack Obama 
across the country. Forty-six Republicans 
joined with two Democrats to delay the 
plan. The roll call was kept open Tuesday 
night to allow Democratic Sen. Jeanne 
Shaheen to vote. But it would have taken 
60 votes in the 100-member Senate to 


keep the legislation alive. 

The plan would have included Social 
Security payroll tax cuts for workers and 
businesses and other tax relief totaling 
about $270 billion. There also was to be 
$175 billion in new spending on roads, 
school repairs and other infrastructure — 
as well as jobless aid and help to local 
governments to avoid layoffs of teachers, 
firefighters and police officers. Republicans 
opposed the measure over its spending 
to stimulate the economy and its tax 
surcharge on millionaires.Q 
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Coroner: Jackson didn’t 
give himself fatal dose

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

medical examiner struck 
a major blow to the de¬ 
fense of Michael Jackson’s 
docfor Tuesday, saying if 
is unreasonable fo believe 
Jackson could have given 
himself a fatal dose of the 
powerful anesthetic propo¬ 
fol. 

Dr. Christopher Rogers, 
who conducted the au¬ 
topsy on Jackson, testified 
it was more likely that Dr. 
Conrad Murray overdosed 
the singer when he incor¬ 
rectly estimated how much 
of the drug he was giving 
Jackson to induce sleep to 
fight insomnia. 

Rogers said Murray had no 
precision dosing device 
available in the bedroom 
of Jackson's rented man¬ 
sion. “The circumstances, 
from my point of view, do 
not support self-administra¬ 
tion of propofol,” said Rog¬ 
ers, chief of forensic medi¬ 
cine in the Los Angeles 
County Coroner's Office. 
Murray has pleaded not 
guilty to involuntary man¬ 
slaughter. Rogers analyzed 
two possible scenarios for 
Jackson's death. The first 
was the defense theory 
that while Murray stepped 
away to go to the bath¬ 
room, Jackson gave him¬ 
self on extra dose of the 
drug he called his “milk.” 

“In order for Mr. Jackson to 
have administered the pro¬ 
pofol to himself, you would 
have to assume he woke 
up and although he was 
under the influence of ... 


propofol and other seda¬ 
tives, he was somehow 
able to administer propofol 
to himself,” Rogers testified. 
“Then he stops breathing 
and all at this takes place 
in a two-minute period of 
time,” Rogers said. “To me. 


that scenario seems less 
reasonable.” 

“Less reasonable than 
what?” asked Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney David Wal- 
gren. “The alternate sce- 
naria would be in order to 
keep Mr. Jackson asleep, 
the doctor would have ta 
give him a little bit every 
hour, two or three table¬ 
spoons an hour,” Rogers 
said, noting that propofol 
is a short-acting drug that 


wears off quickly. 

“We did not find any preci¬ 
sion dosing device, so the 
doctor would be estimating 
haw much he was giving,” 
the medical examiner said. 
Murray told police he gave 
Jacksan only 25 milligrams

of the drug, a very small 
dose that usually would 
have kept him asleep for 
no more than five minutes. 
Rogers said he examined 
evidence found in Jack¬ 
son's bedroom and noted 
there was an empty 100 
milliliter battle of propofol. 
Rogers said the cause at 
death was “acute prcpofcl 
intoxication and the con¬ 
tributing condition was the 
benzodiazepine effect.” □

Clinton: 


Some Arab changes 
may come slowly

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Obama administration’s top 
diplomat suggested Tuesday that the Arab Spring has 
entered difficult and uncharted territory between dicta¬ 
torship and democracy, and that some changes would 
have to come slowly. 

In an interview with The Associated Press, Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton said the United States would 
continue to pressure longtime leaders to leave power in 
Syria and Yemen, and ensure chaos is averted in Egypt, 
where demonstrators have succeeded in ousting an au¬ 
tocrat. But she cautioned against overly optimistic fore¬ 
casts for how quickly each country could make its break 
with the past. 

“How long? When?” Clinton said about possible regime 
change in Syria. “I cannot predict these to you.” 

The message was similar for ending Yemen's civil strife as 
for ensuring that Egypt makes a successful transition in 
its post-Hosni Mubarak era toward real democracy. She 
said each country faces difficult challenges. 

On Syria, she voiced support for the burgeoning opposi¬ 
tion against the regime of Syrian President Bashar Assad, 
but said the primarily Sunni protesters “have a lot of work 
to do internally” toward becoming a truly national op¬ 
position movement that also represents the aspirations of 
Syria’s minorities. 

“It is not yet accepted by many groups within Syria that 
their life will be better without Assad than with Assad,” 
Clinton said. “There are a lot of minority groups that are 
very concerned.”□

“I have nothing against 
these people personally. I 
just think they should pay 
their fair share of taxes,” 
said Michael Pollack, an 
office worker in a law firm. 
He held up a sign with a 
saying attributed to depart¬ 
ment store founder Edward 
Filene: “Why shouldn’t the 
American people take half 
my money from me? I took 
all of it from them.” 

Pollack said: “It's time for a 
new New Deal.” 

For the past 3'/2 weeks, pro¬ 


testers have besieged a 
park in lower Manhattan 
near Wall Street, denounc¬ 
ing corporate greed and 
the gap between rich and 
poor. The uptown march 
marked the first time the 
Occupy Wall Street move¬ 
ment has identified specific 
people as being part of the 
1 percent the demonstra¬ 
tors say are getting rich at 
the expense of the rest of 
America.

Retrial plan in temple killings

PHOENIX (AP) — Prosecu¬ 
tors plan to seek a retrial 
for a man whose convic¬ 
tion for killing nine people 
at a Buddhist temple was 
overturned after the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court refused to re¬ 
verse a decision that threw 
out his confession. 

Jerry Cobb, a spokesman 
for the Maricopa County 
Attorney’s Cffice, said Tues¬ 
day that prosecutors will 
file charges in the com¬ 
ing days against Thailand- 
born Jonathan Doody in 
the 1991 killings at the Wat 
Promkunaram temple west 


of Phoenix. Cobb said it will 
take some time to prepare 
the charges. 

“This is a 20-year-old case,” 
Cobb said. 

“We have to get our arms 
around it.” 

The Supreme Court on Tues¬ 
day refused to hear an ap¬ 
peal by Arizona officials 
who asked for a re-exam¬ 
ination of a lower court’s 
decision to throw out Doo- 
dy’s confession. 

Doody was convicted of 
the slayings of six priests, a 
nun and two helpers during 
a robbery at the temple. 
The bodies were found ar¬ 
ranged in a circle, and all 


had been shot in the head. 
Doody, who was 17 at the 
time of the killings, was sen¬ 
tenced to 281 years in pris¬ 
on after he was convicted 
of murder, armed robbery 
and other charges in the 
slayings. 

He maintained that he’s in¬ 
nocent. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals found Doody's 
Miranda warnings were in¬ 
adequate and threw out 
the conviction, ruling the 
confession was involuntary, 
partly because he wasn't 
properly read his rights by 
the officers interrogating 
him.Q

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The SS 

Montebello was just a few 
miles off California's Cen¬ 
tral Coast on a December 
morning in 1941 when a 
young lookout spotted the 
dark outline of a Japanese 
submarine headed straight 
for the oil tanker hauling 3 
million gallons (11 million li¬ 
ters) of crude. 

Richard Quincy saw a small 
spark in the dawn’s early 
light, followed by an explo¬ 
sion as a torpedo rocked 
the ship and showered the 
bridge in water. 

“It started going down right 
away,” Quincy, now 92, 
told The Associated Press. 
“We couldn't figure out 
why it wasn't burning. That 
was the scary part until 
they started shooting at us 
and then it got scarier.” 
Quincy is the last remaining 
survivor of the largely for¬ 
gotten attack two weeks 
after Pearl Harbor that 
could still have significant 
environmental implications. 
The ecological disaster fol¬ 
lowing last year’s Gulf of 
Mexico spill drove officials 
to find out how much oil 
remains in the hold of the 
440-foot (134-meter) ship to 
determine how to prevent 


the crude from leaking 
and marring the celebrat¬ 
ed California coastline. 

“If 3 million gallons (11 
million liters) of oil made 
its way to the beaches 
in front of Hearst Castle 
it would be a disaster for 
the area,” said Andrew 
Hughan, a spokesman 
with California's Fish and 
Game Department. 

Divers along with a remote¬ 
ly operated underwater 
vehicle will begin their as¬ 
sessment Wednesday and 
take samples, a process 
that is expected to take as 
many as 12 days. Officials 
have video and photos 
from previous dives, but 
this is the first time techno¬ 
logical advancements will 
allow them to recover oil 
samples from the tanks. 
While it's possible the oil 
leaked out over the past 
decades, officials say 
crude likely remains in the 
hull. By this point, the oil is 
so old it likely has the con¬ 
sistency of peanut but¬ 
ter, said U.S. Coast Guard 
spokesman Adam Eggers. 
“No one knows what 
70-year-old oil does," he 
said. “Is it going to rise to 
the surface, warm up and 
liquefy or it is going to be a 
rock?” The Montebello set

out from Port San Luis, Cali¬ 
fornia, on Dec. 22, 1941, 
bound for a refinery in Can¬ 
ada with fresh crude. 
Quincy said it was the sec¬ 
ond such trip they had tak¬ 
en and had been warned 
that Japanese submarines 
were in the area. The torpe¬ 
do hit the ship’s bow, which 
cracked off when the Mon¬ 
tebello hit the ocean floor. 
Quincy had just pointed out 


the sub when the torpedo 
exploded. Mariners jolted 
from their sleep scrambled 
in the winter cold to get in 
lifeboats. 

“It was cloudy and a little 
misty and there was a wind 
blowing,” Quincy said. “It 
was pretty miserable. Par¬ 
ticularly for some of them 
who didn’t have anything 
but their underwear on.” 

All 38 aboard were rescued 


after rowing away from the 
hail of bullets. 

“I was real scared,” Quincy 
said. “We thought it might 
catch fire because we 
were carrying a volatile 
product.” 

The Montebello, mean¬ 
while, has been sitting up¬ 
right ever since 900 feet 
(275 meters) below the sur¬ 
face about six miles (10 kilo¬ 
meters) off Cambria.Q 


Slain woman’s family haunted by ride with stranger

MILWAUKEE (AP) — Five 
days after someone killed 
his pregnant sister-in-law 
and sliced the fetus from 
her womb, Josue Garcia 
said Tuesday his family re¬ 
mains haunted by a single 
question: Why would Marit- 
za Ramirez-Cruz get into the 
car of a woman she didn’t 
know? Investigators say 
Ramirez-Cruz was the vic¬ 
tim of a woman who was 
desperate to give her boy¬ 


friend a son but was unable 
to conceive. Annette Mo- 
rales-Rodriguez, 33, is ac¬ 
cused of luring the young 
Puerto Rican immigrant into 
her car, taking her home, 
beating her with a baseball 
bat and cutting her full- 
term fetus from her womb. 
The mother and baby both 
died. “If she doesn’t know 
you she won’t get in your 
car,” Garcia told The As¬ 
sociated Press. “How did 
(the suspect) get her into 
the car? That's what we 


want to know.” The sus¬ 
pect told investigators she 
offered Ramirez-Cruz, 23, 
a ride and the younger 
woman accepted, the 
criminal complaint said.

Cars with loudspeakers 
played praise for Hamas. 
Thousands of other Gazans 
rushed to their border with 
Egypt, clutching Palestinian 
and Egyptian flags, tossing 
flowers and cheering. 

Gaza's Hamas prime minis¬ 
ter, Ismail Haniyeh, smiled as 
he threw candy to celebrat¬ 
ing backers. 

The deal maintains a de¬ 
cades-long tradition of lop¬ 
sided exchanges that have 
come under increasing criti¬ 
cism in Israel — and ends a 
period of tortured indecision 
by Israeli governments torn 
between securing the re¬ 
lease of a single soldier and 
the risk that freed militants 
might return to violence that 
could cost many more lives. 
“There is built-in tension be¬ 
tween the desire to return 
a kidnapped soldier ... and 
the need to preserve the 
security of the citizens of Is¬ 
rael,” Netanyahu said, in 
comments at opening the 
Cabinet meeting. “I believe 
we reached the best deal 


that we can reach at this 
time, a stormy time in the 
Middle East.” 

In agreeing to go ahead 
with the deal, the career 
hard-liner made a poten¬ 
tially fateful choice. 

It gives Hamas, a mili¬ 
tant group that rules the 
Gaza Strip, a victory that 
might strengthen its hand 
against the more moder¬ 
ate Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas, whose 
Palestinian Authority runs 
the West Bank. 

Mashaal said 1,000 male 
prisoners and 27 female 
ones would be released, 
the first 450 over the next 
week and the rest within 
two months. He said the 
released would include

Yoram Cohen, head of Isra¬ 
el’s Shin Bet security agen¬ 
cy, said over the course of 
six secret rounds of talks in 


recent months, Hamas 
had backed down from 
key demands, including 
the release of some top 
militants. He said about 
40 of the first group of pris¬ 
oners would be exiled to 
other countries. 

News of the deal set off 
wild celebrations at a 
protest tent erected by 
Schalit's family outside

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Anger grows at Egypt military in Christian deaths

CAIRO (AP) — Videos of 
military armored vehicles 
plowing through Christian 
pratesters and images of 
their flattened badies are 
fueling rage against the 
ruling army generals, even 
beyond Egypt’s Christian 
community. Activists ac¬ 
cused the military of fo¬ 
menting sectarian hatred 
as a way to end protests 
and halt criticism. 

Anger was also turning on 
state televisian, blamed far 
inciting attacks on Coptic 
Christians as the military 
crushed a Christian protest 
late Sunday, leaving 26 
dead in the worst violence 
since the February fall of 
Hosni Mubarak. 

The bloodshed was seen 
by many activists as a 
turning point in Egypt's al¬ 
ready chaotic transition: 
the deadliest use at farce 
against protesters by the 
military, which has touted it¬ 
self as the “pratector of the 
revolution.” Criticism has 
been mounting that the 
military, which took power 
after Mubarak's ouster, has 
adopted the same tactics 
as the former regime and 
has been slow to bring real 
change. The repercussians 
began ta hit the interim ci¬ 
vilian government. Finance 
Minister Hazem El-Beblawi 
handed in his resignatian 
aver the gavernment's 
handling of Sunday’s pro¬ 
test. El-Beblawi, who is also 
deputy prime minister, ef¬ 
fectively told Prime Minister 
Essam Sharaf that “he can't 


work like this,” said an aide 
to the minister who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because at the sensitivity of 
the issue. Christians vented 
their fury at the overnight 
funeral at the Captic Chris¬ 


tian Cathedral for 17 of the 
at least 21 Christians killed 
in the army attack. Prayers 
were interrupted by chants 
at “Dawn with military rule” 
and “The peaple want to 
topple the field marshal,” 
— a reference tc Field Mar¬ 
shal Hussein Tantawi, who 
heads the ruling military 
council. No state official or 
military official were pres¬ 
ent at the funeral. Egypt's 
Christians, who represent 


about 10 percent of the 85 
million people in this Muslim- 
majority nation, have long 
complained that they are 
secand-class citizens. In re¬ 
cent years, increasingly in¬ 
fluential ultracanservative 


Muslims, known as Salafis, 
have spread rhetoric that 
Christians are trying to take 
aver, protesting against 
the building of churches 
and accusing Christians of 
hoarding stacks at weap- 
cns. Viclence against Chris¬ 
tians, the majority of whom 
belong to the orthodox 
Coptic Church, has mount¬ 
ed since the fall of Mubarak 
as state control has loos¬ 
ened. 


Bahy Eldeen Hassan, head 
of the Cairo Institute for Hu¬ 
man Rights Studies, said the 
military may have caunt- 
ed on sectarian sentiment 
against Christians to allow 
it to crush the protest and 


send a signal that it will no 
longer tolerate civil unrest 
and criticism. “The message 
is to the whole society, not 
to Christians in particular. 

I believe this is all in prepa¬ 
ration with wider confron¬ 
tation,” Hassan said. “I am 
afraid they used the Coptic 
Christians exploiting sec¬ 
tarianism and knowing that 
Christians will receive less 
sharper response from the 
public,” he added.Q 


Pirate’s hostages 
are freed after 
message in bottle

ROME (AP) — British and 
U.S. farces freed an Italian 
carga ship hijacked by Sc- 
mali pirates in a dramatic 
rescue after retrieving a 
message in a bottle tossed 
by hostages from a port¬ 
hole alerting ships nearby 
the crew was safely sealed 
inside an armored area. 
All 23 crew members at 
the MV Montecristo carga 
ship were brought to safety 
Tuesday, the Italian Foreign 
Ministry said. The 11 pirates 
were taken into custody. 
The crew — seven Italians, 
six Ukrainians and 10 Indi¬ 
ans — locked themselves 
inside an armored area of 
the vessel when the pirates 
boarded the ship Monday, 
Italian Defense Minister Ig- 
nazia La Russa said. Safe 
from the pirates threats, the 
crew continued to navi¬ 
gate the ship. “The crimi¬ 
nals managed ta cut eft all 
means of communication, 
but the ‘prisoners' tossed 
a bottle with a message 
through a porthole explain¬ 
ing the situation,” La Russa 
told a news conference. 
At that point, other ships in 
the area were aware that 
the Italian vessel had been 
boarded by pirates. But the 
message in the bottle gave 
an important signal that 
the crew of the Italian ship 
was out of harm's way and 
that a rescue operation 
could be launched without 
risking injury.Q

TAURANGA, New Zealand 
(AP) — The condition of a 
stricken cargo ship stuck on 
a reef and leaking oil off 
the coast of New Zealand 
worsened Wednesday, 
with about 70 contain¬ 
ers falling overboard and 
the vessel moving onto a 
steeper lean. 


Meanwhile, the captain of 
the Liberian-flagged Rena 
was arrested and charged 
under New Zealand’s Mari¬ 
time Act. He could face a 
year in prison if convicted. 
The ship has been founder¬ 
ing since it ran aground 
Oct. 5 on the Astrolabe 
Reef, about 14 miles (22 ki¬ 
lometers) from Tauranga 
Harbour on New Zealand’s 
North Island. The govern¬ 


ment has demanded to 
know why the ship crashed 
into the well-charted reef in 
calm weather, but the ves¬ 
sel's owner has given no ex¬ 
planation. 

Hundreds of tons of heavy 
fuel oil have spilled from the 
hull, leading New Zealand's 
environment minister, Nick 
Smith, to call it the country's 
biggest maritime environ¬ 
mental disaster. a 
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bodes ill for Ukraine's aspi¬ 
rations to shake off Russian 
influence, integrate more 
closely into the West, and 
eventually join the 27-na- 
tion European bloc. 

The verdict capped a cha¬ 
otic trial that started in late 
June and saw scuffles be¬ 
tween Tymoshenko's sup¬ 
porters and opponents in 
the courthouse. She called 
Judge Rodion Kireyev a 
“monster" and refused to 
rise when addressing him — 
leading to her arrest Aug. 5 
on charges of contempt of 
court. 

The court found Tymoshen¬ 
ko guilty of abuse of office 
in fhe signing of a natural 
gas import contract with 
Russia in 2009, saying she 
lacked an official aufhori- 
zafion for fhe deal and had 
agreed fo a price that was 
too high for Ukraine's econ¬ 


omy. 

Tymoshenko, 50, has main¬ 
tained her innocence, say¬ 
ing that as prime minister 
she did not need any spe¬ 
cial permission to order the 
signing of fhe deal. She says 
her actions helped end a 
bitter pricing dispute be¬ 
tween Moscow and Kiev, 
which had led to energy 
supply shortages across Eu¬ 
rope. 

The government of Presi¬ 
dent Viktor Yanukovych — 
a longtime foe of Tymosh¬ 
enko — had insisted that 
the contract she signed 
should be renegotiated in 
favor of a lower price. 

In finding her guilty, Kireyev 
read a long summary of the 
case, saying she had inflict¬ 
ed damages of some 1.5 
billion hryvna ($190 million) 
on the national gas com¬ 
pany by signing the import 
contract with Russia. □

BARRA DE NAVIDAD, Mex¬ 
ico (AP) — Hurricane Jova 
roared toward a collision 
Tuesday night with a vul¬ 
nerable Mexican coastline 
dotted with tourist resorts 
and flood-prone mountain 
villages, prompting evacu¬ 
ations and shutting down 
one of the country's top 
cargo ports. 

Jova weakened some as 
its center drew to within 
78 miles (125 kilometers) of 
shore, but it still had maxi¬ 
mum sustained winds of 
100 mph (160 kph), the U.S. 
National Hurricane Cen¬ 
ter reported. The forecast 
path pointed to landfall 
between Barra de Navi- 
dad and the larger resort of 
Puerto Vallarta to the north 
around midnight. 


As the storm's outer bands 
of rain began hitting the 
coast, some vowed to ride 
out the storm, while others 
took refuge at shelters in 
towns like Jaluco, just inland 
from the beach community 
of Barra de Navidad. 

“My house has a thatch 
roof, and it’s not safe,” said 
Maria de Jesus Palomera 
Delgado, 44, a farmwork¬ 
er’s wife who went to an im¬ 
provised shelter at a grade 
school in Jaluco, along with 
her 17 children and grand¬ 
children. 

“The neighbors told us the 
house was going to col¬ 
lapse” if hit by the hurri¬ 
cane, she added as the 
children slept nearby on 
folding cots packed into a 
classroom. 

In an another classroom, 
migrant farmworker Rufina 
Francisco Ventura, 27, fed 


her 2-month-old son. She 
said she had left the ranch 
where she plants chilies and 
tomatoes planning only to 
pick up some free blankets, 
but shelter workers “told me 
I shouldn’t leave here, be¬ 
cause it’s going to hit hard." 
Jalisco state authorities 
evacuated about 200 
people to shelters by Tues¬ 
day and was issuing alerts 
over loudspeakers placed 
in communities long the 
coast, telling people to 
take precautions as the 
hurricane approached, 
state civil defense spokes¬ 
man Juan Pablo Vigueras 
said. 

The state had 69 shelters 
ready, he said. 

Authorities also set up shel¬ 
ters for residents of inland 
towns, where the moun¬ 
tainous terrain could cause 
flash floods and mudslides. 


which often pose the great¬ 
est dangers in hurricanes 
“We have about 100 offi¬ 
cials working in these com¬ 
munities, telling people 
they should evacuate,” 
said Francisco Garnica, the 


duty officer at the Jalisco 
state civil defense office. 
But many were reluctant 
to leave their homes for 
fear they would be robbed. 
“They are worried about 
their possessions,” he said.Q

NEW YORK (AP) 

— NBA owners will lose $1 
million on overage for ev¬ 
ery gome canceled be¬ 
cause of fhe lockout and 
players will lose an esfimaf- 
ed $350 million a monfh. 
The pain, though, may be 
more acute for thousands 
of people with no seat at 
fhe bargaining fable. 

Bars, restaurants and ho¬ 
tels will go quiet. Park¬ 


ing spots will go unfilled. 
And the workers who help 
make basketball a big 
event in 30 cities will won¬ 
der how long they can get 
by without it. “I’m worried 
that my money situation is 
going to change — a lot” 
said waitress Zuly Molina, 
who works at a Hooters at 
the Bayside complex next 
to the Miami Heat's home 
arena. “It was a lot better 
last year. We had business 
before every game, during 


every game with people 
who couldn't get tickets 
watching in here, then after 
every game. Now it's gone, 
except for when they have 
a concert or something 
like that.” Molina said she 
never believed the NBA 
would cancel games until 
Monday, when the league 
announced it was scrap¬ 
ping the first two weeks of 
the season — 100 games 
— because owners and 
players couldn't agree on 
a new contract. She said, 
“I thought it would be like 
football," where the NFL lost 
preseason games but no 
regular-season games 
while it hammered out a 
deal with players. “They 
were locked out. They got 
it situated. I thought the 
NBA would get it situated.” 
There’s no telling when that 
will happen. Commissioner 
David Stern indicated that 
the entire November calen¬ 
dar could be wiped away 
without a deal by the end 
of this month, but players 
and owners had no imme¬ 
diate plans to sit down with 
each other again. 


The cancellations mean 
that Mark Cuban and his 
Dallas Mavericks won’t be 
able to collect their NBA 
championship rings in the 
Nov. 1 season opener, 
and that James Dolan 
won't be able to show 
off his renovated Madi¬ 
son Square Garden to a 
sold-out crowd when New 
York hosts the Heat's Big 
Three the next night. But 
owners might be the lucky 
ones. They can still recoup 
some of their losses, and 
that's what Stern said they 
could attempt by toughen¬ 
ing their future proposals 
for a new collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement. 

“Well, what we have to do 
is we have to account for 
the losses that we're suffer¬ 
ing, so those losses will be 
factored in as we move 
forward," he said Monday 
night. Players and owners 
have each made some 
concessions but remain 
far apart on several issues. 
Each side has sought a 53 
percent cut of revenue for 
itself, though a 50-50 split 
has been floated infor¬ 


mally. Owners also want a 
higher luxury tax, making it 
more expensive for teams 
to spend over the salary 
cap, but players say that 
would do too much to dis¬ 
courage teams from offer¬ 
ing big contracts. 

Players and fans quickly 
took to Twitter and talk 
shows, disgusted that the 
sides couldn't work out 
an agreement and were 
willing to cause so much 
damage following such 
a successful season. “All I 
can think about, and I’m 
not trying to sound like I’m 
on my soapbox here, but 
all I can think about are 
the thousands and thou¬ 
sands of arena, team and 
hospitality employees that 
are now going to be out 
of work,” said Andrew Fein- 
stein, a bar owner and sea¬ 
son ticket holder in Denver. 
“I thought the owners and 
players had an obliga¬ 
tion to work this thing out 
while continuing to play 
the game, given the dire 
economic circumstances 
that are taking place in our 
country right now.”Q

DETROIT (AP) — Detroit Li¬ 
ons tons counted down the 
final seconds — as if it was 
New Year’s Eve — when 
the franchise finished its first 
Monday night game in a 
decade.

“We were gaing against 
a laud crawd, but that 
isn’t an excuse,” Chicagc 
coach Lcvie Smith said. 
“Pre-snap penalties kill 
you.” 

Chicago quieted the fans 
briefly by taking a 10-7 lead 
just before halftime and 
seemed to make them a lit¬ 
tle nervous by pulling within 
eight points with 4:07 left to 
play. 

Best, though, made them 
rear again with a 43-yard 
run that was capped by a 
harse-callar penalty that 
gave Detroit the ball at the 
Chicago 22. He ran for an¬ 
other first down that took 
time off the clock and set 
up Jason Hanson’s 31-yard 
kick with 1:56 to go to seal 
the victory. 

The Lions got some large 
gains on offense and a lat 
of solid and subtle ones on 
defense, holding Chicago 
to just three points in the 
second half. 

“Can’t give up the big 
plays,” Smith said. “Their 
defense made us earn ev¬ 
erything. We didn’t do the 
same.” 

Staffard lafted a pass ta 
Calvin Jahnson far a 73- 
yard scare — extending his 
NFL-record start with nine 
TD catches in five games — 
early in the secand quarter. 
Best’s 88-yard run was the 
second-longest in franchise 
history, trailing only Bob Ho- 
ernschemeyer’s 96-yard 
run against the New York 
Yankees on Nov. 23, 1950. 
It was 3 yards longer than 
Barry Sanders’ langest gain 
on the ground. 

Smith was dumbfaunded 
that Best wasn’t touched 
on the run through a hole 
up the middle and past the 
secondary. 

“Hard to swallow,” Smith 
said. “Jahvid Best is a good 
player, but we can’t let 
that happen.” 

Staffard was 19 at 26 for 219 
yards with twa TDs, includ¬ 
ing the gc-ahead score 
to Brandon Pettigrew from 
18 yards with 9:55 to go in 
the third quarter. Best more 
than doubled his previous 


career-high with 163 yards 
rushing an 12 carries. John¬ 
son finished with five catch¬ 
es far 130 yards and far the 
first time this seasan, he 
didn’t score twice, but he 
made an impact as usual 
against a team that tried to 
slow him down with double 
coverage. 

Matt Forte ran for 116 yards 
on 22 carries for the Bears. 
Jay Cutler was 28 of 38 for 
249 yards with a TD and no 
interceptions. 

“They were getting 3, 4 
yards at surge every time 
and that makes it hard to 
stay in the pocket,” Cutler

Britain to get more NFL games 


The Tampa Bay Bucca¬ 
neers will hosf fhe Chicago 
Bears on Ocf. 23 in London, 
the fifth straight year the 
NFL has held an October 
game there. 

No specifics on venues, 
dates or teams tor future 
games hove been set. 
“When the initial resolution 
was approved in 2006, the 
thinking at the time was 
that we would have two 
new teams every year,” 
NFL vice president of infer- 
notional Chris Parsons said. 
“As the series evolved, we 
telt as though having a 
team return to the UK on a 
regular basis would certain¬ 
ly increase the tan base 
for fhaf parficular feam, 
which in furn would drive 
fan growfh for fhe enfire 
league. We fhink fhere is a 


fremendous benefif for a 
feam fo refurn fo fhe UK on 
an annual basis.” 

The Buccaneers will be 
making their second Lon¬ 
don appearance in three 
years; they lost to the New 
England Patriots 35-7 in 
2009. 

Several teams that struggle 
to sell out home games, 
such as the Jacksonville 
Jaguars, Oakland Raiders, 
Cincinnati Bengals and San 
Diego Chargers, could be 
in line tor more frequent 
trips overseas. 

Meanwhile, the Phoenix 
area was awarded the 
2015 Super Bowl by the 
owners, beating the only 
other candidate — Tampa, 
Florida. 

This will be the third time the 
Phoenix area has hosted 


the game, which will be 
played in Glendale. 

The Super Bowl also was 
held at University ot Phoe¬ 
nix Stadium in 2008, when 
the New York Giants beat 
the Patriots 17-14. Tempe, 
Arizona, was the 1996 host, 
with Dallas defeating Pitts¬ 
burgh 27-17. Tampa hosted 
the game in 1984, 1991, 
2001 and 2009. 

Next year's game is in Indi¬ 
anapolis, followed by New 
Orleans in 2013 and the 
New York/New Jersey area 
in 2014.

There 
is speculation that the 50th

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Tiger 
Woods was grateful he 
could announce his own 
name in the field of the 
Chevron World Challenge 
on Tuesday.

The expansion announced 
Tuesday served os port 
product announcement, 
port coming out party for 
Zynga Inc. 

Since it launched four years 
ago with a version of “Texas 
Hold ‘Em Poker," Zynga 
has created entertaining 
diversions for 232 million 
players worldwide, largely 
on Focebook and other 
social networking service. 
Those gomes hove also 
become on annoyance 
for millions of other people 
subjected to their online 
friends' pleas for help in 
building virtual cities and 
forms. 

In o step toward becoming 
more compelling to its 
users and less intrusive 
to outsiders, Zynga is 
working on its own online 
playground. That service, 
currently called “Project 
Z," means Zyngo’s users 
won't hove to flock to 
social networks to ploy 
gomes such os “CityVille,” 
“FarmYille" and “Mafia 
Wars.” 

Several new titles ore being 
added to the gome line¬ 


up, including “CostleVille,” 
"Dream Zoo” and “Bingo.” 
Zynga is inserting the Bingo 
game in o new online 
casino that will become the 
home for its poker games 
too. 

Zynga didn’t set a target 
dote for when its own 
gome-ploying destination 
will be available. The 
company, which is based 
in Son Francisco, also didn’t 
soy whether it believes 
the alternative site will 
lessen its dependence on 
Focebook, the main place 
where Zynga’s gomes are 
currently played. 

The appetite for Zyngo’s 
IPO has been fed by its 
connections to Focebook 
and the online hangout’s

FDIC backs ban on banks trading for own profit

WASHINGTON (AP) — Banks 
would be barred from trad¬ 
ing for their own profit in¬ 
stead of their clients under 
a rule federal regulators 
proposed Tuesday. 

The Federal Deposit Insur¬ 
ance Corp. backed the 
draft rule on a 3-0 vote. The 
ban on so-called propri¬ 
etary trading was required 
under the financial over¬ 
haul law. 

Critics on the left dismissed 
the effort as weak and 
marred by loopholes. And 
banks argued that it would 
hurt the economy. The 
FDIC’s vote now puts the 
rule out for public com¬ 
ment. 

The Federal Reserve has 
also approved a draft of 
the proposal, called the 
Voicker Rule after former 
Fed Chairman Paul Voick¬ 
er. 

For years, banks had bet 
on risky investments with 
their own money. But when 
those bets go bad and 
banks fail, taxpayers could 
be forced to bail them out. 

That's what happened dur¬ 
ing the 2008 financial crisis. 

A ban on proprietary trad¬ 
ing could help President 
Barack Obama in next 
year's election by showing 
he has pushed for tougher 
policies to curb risky trading 
on Wall Street. 

A harder line with bankers 
might also help Obama 
win over protesters on Wall 
Street. Many say Obama 
was too lenient on the 



banks because he contin¬ 
ued the bailouts that had 
begun under President 
George W. Bush. 

Congress and Obama had 
hoped the Voicker Rule 
would blunt such criticism. 
But they left most of the 
details for regulators to sort 
out. It's unclear how strictly 
the ban will be enforced. 

At least one of the protest¬ 
ers on Wall Street was willing 
to give the rule a chance. 
Robert Eatman, who was 
protesting in New York on 
Tuesday, called the rule a 
“decent effort.” 

Eatman worked on Wall 
Street for 20 years as an of¬ 
fice manager and in other 
positions at securities firms. 
He said that if financial rules 
for banks hadn't been re¬ 
laxed in the late 1990s, “the 
foundation for this reform 
would have been in place” 
already. 

Under the draft rule, banks 
must hold investments for 
more than 60 days. Regu¬ 
lators determined that that 
was enough time to limit 
speculative trading. 

Senior and mid-level man¬ 
agers would be required to 
make sure bank employees 
comply with the restrictions. 


But the rule doesn't say 
what happens if they don't. 
Traders should not be paid 
in a manner that encour¬ 
ages risk-taking, but the 
rule doesn't outline what 
that entails. The Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
must still vote on the rule, 
and then the public has 
until Jan. 13 to comment. 
The rule is expected to take 
effect by July after a final 
vote by all the regulators. 
Banks would have until July 
2014 to comply. 

Critics contend that the rule 
as written is too vague and 
its effect on risk-taking will 
be limited. Banks have a his¬ 
tory of working around rules 
and exploiting loopholes. In 
this case, banks can make 
most trades simply by argu¬ 
ing that the trade offsets 
another risk that the bank 
bet on. 

The draft rule “draws too 
few bright lines to make 
clear what banks can and 
cannot do,” said Bartlett 
Naylor, financial policy ad¬ 
vocate at the liberal group 
Public Citizen. “The regula¬ 
tors are proposing that they 
will detect the difference 
between various trades 
by fishing through com¬ 



plex data provided by the 
banks after the fact. This is 
an invitation for evasion." 
Wall Street banks say the 
ban on proprietary trading 
could prevent them from 
buying and selling invest¬ 
ments that their customers 
might want. 

The banking industry said 
Tuesday the rule is too 
complex to work and will 
put U.S. financial firms at a 
competitive disadvantage 
to those in other countries. 
“How can banks comply 
with a rule that complicat¬ 
ed, and how can regula¬ 
tors effectively administer it 
in a way that doesn't make 
it harder for banks to serve 
their customers and fur¬ 
ther weaken the broader 
economy?” Frank Keat¬ 
ing, head of the American 
Bankers Association, said in 
a statement. □

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BlackBerry woes caused by ‘core switch failure’

Lavin, who is about to turn 
74, is these days basking 
in a burst of renewed at¬ 
tention, decades after the 
Golden Globe- and Tony 
Award-winning actress put 
on a paper hat to play a 
waitress in Melee's Diner on 
the long-running TV sit-com 
“Alice” (1976-1985). 

“That's just the most amaz¬ 
ing thing for me. I'm being 
invited to all these parties 
at this stage in my life and 
my career,” she says. “I'm 
feeling very, very lucky.” 
Besides the Stephen Sond¬ 
heim musical and Jon Boitz's 
play about a dysfunctional 
family wrestling with a deep 
secret, Lavin has finished a 
movie, the coming “Wan¬ 
derlust” with Jennifer An- 
iston and Paul Rudd, and 
next month releases her first 
CD, “Possibilities.”

Penny Marshall has book 
deal with Amazon.com

NEW YORK (AP) — Filmmak¬ 
er-actress Penny Marshall 
has a book deal with a 
fresh twist: The publisher is 
Amazon.com. 

Marshall’s agent, Dan 
Strone, announced Tues¬ 
day that the online retailer 
would release Marshall’s 
memoir “My Mother Was 
Nuts” in Fall 2012. Marshall is 
still remembered fondly for 
co-starring in the 1970s sit¬ 
com “Laverne and Shirley” 
and she is among the few 
women directors to have 
major commercial success 
in Hollywood, her big screen 
hits including “Big” and “A 
League of Their Own.” Ac¬ 
cording to Strone, Marshall 
will also write about ex- 
husband Rob Reiner, her 
friendship with John Belushi 
and her fight against lung 
and brain cancer in 2009. 

“I can’t say I’m excited 
about the Yankees losing, 
or there not being a bas¬ 
ketball season yet, but I 
am excited about writing 
this book,” Marshall said in 
a statement. “People have 
always asked me how I 
got from the Bronx to Hol¬ 
lywood, so I thought it was 
time to tell how it all hap¬ 
pened. I have had many 
lives —not in the Shirley Ma¬ 


cLaine sense — and you will 
hear about them all. Just 
don’t expect any recipes. I 
don’t cook.” 

Marshall’s memoir will be 
available as a hardcover 
and an e-book. Strone told 
The Associated Press that 
several publishers bid, but 
that Amazon “won the 
auction.” He declined to 
offer financial details, but 
said that Amazon’s offer 
was “a lot” and that it also 
agreed — as it usually does 
— to a much higher royalty 
on e-books than the 25 per¬ 
cent traditionally given by 
publishers. 

“It was a decision whether 
to go with old school or new 
school,” said Strone, CEO 
of Trident Media Group. He 
added that he had a histo¬ 
ry of working with the head 
of Amazon Publishing, Lau¬ 
rence J. Kirshbaum, who as 
CEO of Warner Books pub¬ 
lished another Strone client, 
comedian Jon Stewart. 
Amazon, which has been 
steadily expanding its pub¬ 
lishing operations, recently 
signed a deal with best-sell¬ 
ing self-help author Timothy 
Ferris and on Tuesday an¬ 
nounced that it had start¬ 
ed an imprint for science 
fiction, fantasy and horror. 
Publishers and booksellers 
have been worried about

Amazon’s dual roles as cli¬ 
ent and competitor and 
rival stares have expressed 
strong reservations about 
selling books released by 
Amazan. Amazan Publish¬ 
ing editarial director Julia 
Cheiffetz said she regarded 
Marshall as a “trailblazer” in 
show business and that she 
hoped to find “new and in¬ 
novative” ways for Marshall 
to reach readers. Amazon 
has angered stores by sign¬ 
ing deals with authars that 
make the aniine retailer 
the exclusive seller, but 
Cheiffetz said that Ama¬ 
zon intended “to make 
this baok available ta any 
retailer that would like to 
carry it in physical or digital 
format.”Q 


In the dark camedy “The Ly¬ 
ons,” Lavin plays the math- 
er of a family grappling with 
the impending death at its 
patriarch.

When the discussion 
veers to her new al¬ 
bum, Lavin brightens even 
more. Backed by a jazz 
band, she sings 12 favorite 
songs, including “Two for 
the Road,” ‘ ’ It Might As Well 
Be Spring” and “You’ve Got 
Possibilities.” 

“Look at me,” she says, 
beaming. “I’m like a child 
about it.” 

With Lavin's twist on stan¬ 
dards, the CD boasts twa 
natable additians: liner 
notes by Hal Prince, whom 
she calls her first mentor, 
and drumming by Steve 
Bakunas, who happens to 
be Lavin’s husband. 

Prince gave Lavin her first 
big break while directing 
the Breadway musical “It’s 
a Bird ... It's a Plane ... It’s 
Superman.” She went on 
to earn a Tany nomination 
in Neil Simon's “Last of the 
Red Hot Lovers” in 1969, 
and the Tony for another 
Simon play in 1987, “Broad¬ 
way Bound.” In between, 
she starred in “Alice,” sing¬ 
ing the theme song and 
becaming an ican for work¬ 
ing moms. 

She and Bakunas, an artist, 
musician and her third hus¬ 
band, have been together 
for 13 years and make their 
home in Willmington, N.C., 
where they converted an 
old automotive garage into 
the 50-seat Red Barn Studio

TORONTO (AP) — Sixteen 
actors dressed os zombies 
were injured Tuesday when 
they fell from o platform 
during filming of a new 


movie in the “Resident Evil” 
series, officials said, and 
rescue workers at first were 
startled of the seemingly 
catastrophic scene. 

“I could see the look on the 
first paramedic, saying ‘Oh 


my God,’” Toronto emer¬ 
gency medical services 
Commander David Ralph 
said with a lough. 

Officials said none of the in¬ 
juries were considered life- 
threatening, but that was 


far from apparent when 
rescue workers first arrived 
at what appeared to be a 
horrific scene. The victims' 
gory zombie costumes 
made it difficult for crews 
to assess the severity of the 
actors' injuries, said Peter 
Mocintyre, Toronto emer¬ 
gency medical services 
spokesman. 

Paramedics responded to 
the call from Cinespace 
Film Studios around 8:30 
a.m., and Toronto Police 
Sgt. Andrew Gibson said 
responders quickly figured 
out which zombies were in¬ 
jured and which were just 
in character. “It did kind of 
catch us off guard when 
we walked in," he said. 
Twelve victims were token 
to a hospital. 

One actor suffered a 
cracked rib, one a broken 
leg and one a possible 
back injury, the film’s pro¬ 
ducers said. 

Police Constable Tony 
Vella said the actors hod 
been filming a scene on 
a high wheeled platform. 
The platform moved os 
they were going to anoth¬ 
er platform, leaving a gap 


into which the zombies fell. 
The film's producers, Da¬ 
vis Films/Impact Pictures 
(RES) Inc., Constantin Film 
International GmbH, issued 
a statement that said the 
accident involved back¬ 
ground actors. They said a 
4-foot (1.2-meter) high plat¬ 
form separated from the 
set, creating a gap. 

Seven of the injured have 
already returned to the set, 
they said. 

“Resident Evil: Retribution” 
is the fifth installment of 
a franchise based on the 
popular video game se¬ 
ries and will be distributed 
by Screen Gems and Sony 
Pictures. Lead actress Milla 
Jovovich was not on set at 
the time of the accident, 
according to her represen¬ 
tative Christine Tripicchio. 
Vella said the incident is 
classified as an industrial 
accident. Ontario's Ministry 
of Labor is investigating. 
“They ore sending on in¬ 
spector and an engineer,” 
said ministry spokesman 
William Lin, adding that 
about 50 workers were 
on the platform when it 
moved. □ 


Review: Almodovar’s latest only ‘Skin’ deep

Luscious visuals hove long 
defined Pedro Almodo¬ 
var’s films, and that is true 
as well of his latest, “The 
Skin I Live In.” It’s beauti¬ 
fully shot, crisp and vibrant, 


and features impeccable 
production design os you 
would expect from the de- 
tail-oriented Spanish mas¬ 
ter. 

It might almost be too pris¬ 
tine, however, at the ex¬ 
pense of real emotional 
engagement. It might 
sound easy to remark that 
a movie about skin feels 
too superficial, but that 
is unfortunately the case 
here. 

As Almodovar so often 
does, he has packed “The 
Skin I Live In” with refer¬ 
ences to many other films 
and filmmakers that came 
before him, from “Franken¬ 
stein” to Hitchcock. But this 
time they feel more like ap¬ 
preciative shout-outs rather 
than allusions that truly in¬ 
form the narrative. 

And oh, what a convoluted 
narrative it is (Almodovar 
shares screenwriting credit 
with Agustin Almodovar, 
based on a story written 


by Thierry Jonquet). “The 
Skin I Live In” takes an aw¬ 
fully long time to set up the 
tortured histories and inter¬ 
twined relationships that 
are the basis for the film's 
big, shocking climax. By the 
time that comes, this feels 
almost like a parody of Al¬ 
modovar, with its melodra¬ 
matic tone and themes of 
gender, identity, sex and re¬ 
venge. Antonio Banderas, 
who made his name in Al¬ 
modovar films more than 
two decades ago, reunites 
with the director as Dr. Rob¬ 
ert Ledgard, a brilliant and 
renowned but tormented 
plastic surgeon. Having lost 
his wife in a fiery car acci¬ 
dent a dozen years ago, 
he is now obsessed with 
creating a stronger kind of 
synthetic skin, no matter 
the cost. Banderas, who 
can be so sexy and char¬ 
ismatic, dials it down here 
and keeps his character's 
pain within. Robert is no 


mad scientist; his primary, 
defining personality trait is 
his quiet drive. 

Inside his stately Toledo 
mansion, he has built a 
high-tech laboratory. He 
also has outfitted the place 
with flat-screen monitors 
throughout, to make it eas¬ 
ier to keep an eye on his 
guinea pig in this process: 
the beautiful Vera (Elena 
Anaya), who is being held 
captive inside one of the 
many bedrooms. Marilia 
(the formidable Morisa 
Paredes), Robert’s long¬ 
time housekeeper who also 
keeps all his secrets (along 
with plenty of her own), 
looks on disapprovingly. 

We get our first glimpse of 
Vera in voyeuristic fashion 
as she stretches and twists 
her lean body into vari¬ 
ous yoga poses, but she 
is doing them in a nude- 
colored, skintight body 
stocking to protect her 
from the elements. Flash¬ 


backs reveal who she is 
and how she got there, as 
well as the troubled story 
of the doctor’s teenage 
daughter (Blanca Suarez) 
and the young man she 
met at a party one fate¬ 
ful night (Jan Cornet). We 
wouldn’t dream of giving 
anything away, plus it is just 
too damned complicated 
to get into. 

But how Vera truly feels 
about her fate, even as she 
appears to embrace her 
new life, remains a frustrat¬ 
ing mystery. That also is the 
prevailing sensation you 
will walk away with after 
seeing this rare miss from 
Almodovar.q 

“The Skin I Live In,” a Sony 
Pictures Classics release, is 
rated R for disturbing vio¬ 
lent content including sex¬ 
ual assault, strong sexuality, 
graphic nudity, drug use 
and language.

The U.S. economy is probably 
going to stink for o few more 
years. It is beset by short-term 
problems (low consumer de¬ 
mand, uncertain housing pric¬ 
es, too much debt) and long¬ 
term problems (wage stagna¬ 
tion, rising health core costs, 
eroding human capital). 
Realistically, not much is go¬ 
ing to be done to address the 
short-term problems, but we 
con at least use this winter of 
recuperation to address the 
country’s underlying structural 
ones. Do tax reform, fiscal re¬ 
form, education reform and 
political reform so that when 
the economy finally does re¬ 
cover the prosperity is deep, 
brood and strong. 
Unfortunately, the country has 
been wasting this winter of re¬ 
cuperation. Nothing of conse¬ 
quence has been achieved 
over the post two years. In¬ 
stead, there hove been a se¬ 
ries of trivial sideshows. It’s os if 
people can’t keep their minds 
focused on the big things. 
They get diverted by scuffles 
that ore small, contentious 
and symbolic. Take the Oc¬ 
cupy Wall Street movement. 
This uprising was sparked by 
the magazine Adbusters, pre¬ 
viously best known for the 2004 
essay, “Why Won’t Anyone 
Soy They Are Jewish?’’ - on 
investigative report that iden¬ 
tified some of the most influen¬ 
tial Jews in America and their 
nefarious grip on policy. 

If there is a core theme to the 
Occupy Wall Street move¬ 
ment, it is that the virtuous 99 
percent of society is being 
cheated by the richest and 
greediest 1 percent. This is a 
theme that allows the people 
in the 99 percent to think very 
highly of themselves. All their 
problems ore caused by the 
nefarious elite. Unfortunately, 
almost no problem con be 
productively conceived in this 
way. A group that divides the 
world between the pure 99 
percent and the evil 1 percent 
will hove nothing to soy about 
education reform. Medicare 
reform, tax reform, wage stag¬ 
nation or polarization. They 
will hove nothing to soy about 


the way Americans hove 
overconsumed and overbor¬ 
rowed. These ore problems 
that implicate a much broad¬ 
er swath of society than the 
top 1 percent. 

They will hove no realistic pro¬ 
posal to reduce the debt or 
sustain the welfare state. Even 
if you tax away 50 percent of 
the income of those making 
between $1 million and $10 
million, you only reduce the 
notional debt by 1 percent, 
according to the Tax Founda¬ 
tion. If you confiscate all the 
income of those making more 
than $10 million, you reduce 
the debt by 2 percent. You 
would still be nibbling meekly 
only around the edges. 

The 99 versus 1 frame is also 
extremely self-limiting. If you 
think all problems flow from a 
small sliver of American soci¬ 
ety, then all your solutions ore 
going to be small, too. The pol¬ 
icy proposals that hove been 
floating around the Occupy 
Wall Street movement - a fi¬ 
nancial transfer tax, forgive¬ 
ness for student loons - ore 
marginal. The Occupy Wall 
Street movement may look 
radical, but its members’ ideas 
ore less radical than those 
you might hear at your over¬ 
age Rotary Club. Its members 
may hate capitalism. A third 
believe the U.S. is no better 
than ol-Qaido, according to 
a New York magazine survey, 
but since the left no longer be¬ 
lieves in the nationalization of 
industry, these “radicals’’ really 
hove no systemic reforms to 
toll bock on. They ore not the 
only small thinkers. President 
Barack Obama promises not 
to raise taxes on the bottom 
98 percent. The Occupy-types 
celebrate the bottom 99 per¬ 
cent. Republicans promise not 
to raise taxes on the bottom 
100 percent. Through these 
and other pledges, leaders 
of all three movements are 
hedging themselves in. They 
are severely limiting the scope 
of their proposed solutions. 

The thing about the current 
moment is that the moderates 
in suits are much more radical 
than the pierced anarchists 
camping out on Wall Street 
or the Tea Party-types. Look, 
for example, at a piece Matt 
Miller wrote for The Washing¬ 
ton Post called “The Third Par¬ 
ty Stump Speech We Need.’’ 
Miller is a former McKinsey 
consultant and Clinton staffer. 
But his ideas are much bigger 
than anything you hear from 
the protesters: Slash corpo¬ 
rate taxes and raise energy 
taxes, aggressively use market 
forces and public provisions to 
bring down health care costs; 
raise capital requirements for 
banks; require national ser¬ 
vice; balance the budget by 

2018 .a 



Is the Tea Party over?

This was supposed to be the 
Tea Party’s time. The incum¬ 
bent president the rebels de¬ 
spise so much seemed vulner¬ 
able. The Republican estab¬ 
lishment was AWOL, leaderless 
or intimidated. So the angry. 
God-fearing, government¬ 
loathing populist insurgents 
rushed into the vacuum, fired 
up the town halls, helped put 
a halt to any compromising in 
Congress and basically com¬ 
mandeered the national de¬ 
bate. Then, for much of this 
year, they dominated the au¬ 
ditions for a presidential chal- 
lenger.ln a spectacle about as 
deliberative as speed-dating, 
candidate after candidate 
tried out for the role of Not Mitt 
Romney - including, at times, 
Mitt Romney. We had the Sar¬ 
ah Palin tease, replaced by 
the short-lived Michele Bach- 
mann infatuation, after which 
everyone swooned, briefly, for 
Rick Perry. Herman Cain is hav¬ 
ing a little fling now, though 
even voters who like his style 
don’t think he can win. Rick 
Santorum, who is in some ways 


the moralizing social con¬ 
science of the Tea Party, and 
Ron Paul, who plays its geeky 
libertarian id, have settled into 
single digits and bit parts as 
debate foils. Newt Gingrich is 
the class cutup, blowing rasp¬ 
berries at journalists. 

To be fair, some of this unedi¬ 
fying scramble can indeed be 
blamed on the press corps. 
Special props go to the hyper¬ 
active political news sites that 
crave a fresh narrative every 
15 minutes, even if it’s a sitcom 
like Donald Trump. And a hat 
tip to Fox News, which has 
helped trivialize the campaign 
by offering a platform to one 
not-ready-for-prime-time Re¬ 
publican semi-celebrity after 
another. On behalf of jour¬ 
nalism, sincerest apologies for 
wasting so much of your time. 
But the fickleness of the GOP 
is not entirely a media phe¬ 
nomenon. The latest Fox poll 
offered Republican voters a 
menu of 11 candidates and 
found that not only were vot¬ 
ers scattered across the con¬ 
servative landscape, but a 
quarter of the Tea Party ad¬ 
herents sampled were still 
“not impressed’’ with anyone. 
It’s hard to impress a move¬ 
ment that only knows what it 
is against. 

“Ronald Reagan couldn’t get 
past first base in today’s envi¬ 
ronment,’’ said one Texas Re¬ 
publican operative who has 
turned despondent about 
the party’s drift. Now, bar¬ 
ring some wild twist of fate, 
there are two men standing: 
Mitt Romney, the methodical, 
thrill-free, ideologically elastic 
technocrat from Massachu¬ 
setts, who has made himself 
the default nominee; and the 


last hope of the hard core, the 
Not Mitt: Rick Perry. 

Anyone in Texas politics will tell 
you it’s too early to put a fork in 
Perry. Yes, his polls have with¬ 
ered under attack, and he’s 
come across in a couple of 
debates as a doofus. It’s hard 
to imagine him ever deliver¬ 
ing a foreign policy speech as 
slick as the one Romney made 
Friday. But Rick Perry, as they 
like to say down here, is serious 
as a heart attack. And I don’t 
think it’s just that Texans have 
a hard time imagining Perry 
losing because he’s never 
done it. 

Visitors to Austin are constantly 
reminded that Perry has a lot 
of rich friends, that regional 
booster states South Carolina 
and Florida will vote early, that 
Romney inspires no passion in 
the base, and that the Texan 
will do whatever it takes. The 
assumption here is that the 
voters drawn to Herman Cain 
will revert to Perry once they 
realize how really far Cain is 
from being qualified. 

Perry brings to the campaign, 
besides great posture and 
polished good looks, an eco¬ 
nomic record that looks like a 
vindication of Tea Party dog¬ 
ma, never mind that it was 
made possible by a quarter of 
America’s known oil reserves, 
a lot of low-wage immigrants, 
a reluctance to waste govern¬ 
ment money on frills like edu- 
cationand health care, and 
a tax and regulatory environ¬ 
ment out of the Wild West. 

On paper - and, for all I know, 
in his heart - Perry is the most 
ardent of Tea Party ideo¬ 
logues. His book, “Fed Up! Our 
Fight to Save America From 
Washington.^

PinSBURGH, Pennsylva¬ 
nia (AP) — The country is 
awash in pink for breast 
cancer awareness month, 
and some women are sick 
of it. 

While no one is questioning 
the need to fight the dead¬ 
ly disease, some breast 
cancer activists are start¬ 
ing to ask whether one of 
the most successful charity 
campaigns in recent his¬ 
tory has lost its focus. 

“The pink drives me nuts,” 
said Cynthia Ryan, an 18- 
year survivor of breast can¬ 
cer who also volunteers to 
help other women with the 
disease. “It’s the cheeriness 
I can't stand.” 

Activists have even coined 
a new word: Pinkwashing. 
They say that’s when a 
company or organization 
does a pink breast cancer 
promotion, but at the same 
time sells and profits from 
pink-theme products. 

Some of the pink products 
have generated plenty of 
discussion among breast 
cancer advocates. 

A Smith & Wesson 9mm 
handgun with pink pistol 
grip? The manufacturer 
says a “Portion of the Pro¬ 
ceeds Will Be Donated to a 
Breast Cancer Awareness 
Charity.” 

You can get the “Pink Rib¬ 
bon Combo” at Jersey 
Mike’s Subs, a sandwich 
store, and the Sephora Col¬ 
lection Pink Eyelash Curler. 
One year, there was a pink 
bucket of Kentucky Fried 
Chicken. 

The San Francisco group 
Breast Cancer Action has 
led the campaign to ques¬ 
tion pink products, but ex¬ 
ecutive director Karuna 
Jaggar said they are not 
saying all such products 
are bad. 

She said there is no doubt 
that when the pink rib¬ 
bon campaigns started 
about 20 years ago there 
remained a great need to 
raise awareness. 

“At one time, pink was 
the means,” Jaggar said. 
“Now, it’s almost become 
the end in itself. In its most 
simplistic forms, pink has 
become a distraction. You 
put a pink ribbon on it, peo¬ 
ple stop asking questions.”

jor use of the pink ribbon, 
when the Susan G. Komen 
Foundation gave them out 
at a New York City Race for 
cancer survivors. 

The ribbon symbol may tie 
into a far older tradition, 
according to the Ameri¬ 
can Folk Life Center at the 
Library of Congress. It notes 
that various versions of the 
song “Round Her Neck She 
Wore A Yellow Ribbon” 
have been popular for 400 
years, all with the theme of 
displaying the ribbon for an 
absent loved one. 

Still, it is clear that too many 
loved ones are lost to the 
disease, despite many ad¬ 
vances in diagnosis and 
treatment. 

The National Cancer Insti¬ 
tute estimates that in the 
United States alone about 
40,000 women will die of 
breast cancer this year, 
and 230,000 new cases will 
be diagnosed. 

Jaggar, of Breast Cancer 
Action, wonders whether 
more awareness is what is 
needed to reduce those 
numbers. 

Additionally, Breast Cancer 
Action takes exception to 
products it considers po¬ 
tentially harmful — like a 
perfume the Komen Foun¬

agree that the use of a 
ribbon to promote aware¬ 
ness evolved in stages. 
They note that in 1979 there 
were yellow ribbons for the 


American hostages in Iran; 
in 1990 AIDS activists used 
red ribbons to call attention 
to victims of that disease; 
and 1991 saw the first ma¬ 


dation introduced this year, 
“Promise Me.” Jaggar said 
the perfume contains some 
possibly toxic or hazard¬ 


ous ingredients, and Breast 
Cancer Action asked that 
Komen discontinue its sale. 
Federal regulatory agen¬ 
cies do not consider small 
amounts of those ingredi¬ 
ents to be a threat, and Ko- 
men’s scientific and medi¬ 
cal advisers did not believe 
there was a problem. Ko¬ 
men said that to allay any 
concerns the next batch of 
“Promise Me” will be refor¬ 
mulated without the ingre¬ 
dients that were criticized. 
Leslie Aun, a spokeswom¬ 
an for Susan G. Komen for 
the Cure, based in Dallas, 
Texas, said the advocacy 
group is not apologizing for 
all the pink. 

“Research doesn’t come 
cheap. We need to raise 
money, and we’re not 
apologetic about it,” Aun 
said. 

Komen, founded in 1982, 
has contributed $685 million 
to breast cancer research 
and $1.3 billion to commu¬ 
nity programs that help with 
mammograms, transporta¬ 
tion and other needs, Aun 
said. 

Komen would love not to 
have to do marketing, but 
that simply is not realistic, 
she said. 

“We don’t think there’s 
enough pink. We’re able to 
make those investments in 
research because of pro¬ 
grams like that,” Aun said. 
Samantha King, a professor 
at Queens University in On¬ 
tario, Canada, and author 
of the book Pink Ribbons, 
Inc., said that at first people 
warned that she would get 
hate mail for writing criti¬ 
cally about the pink cam¬ 
paigns. 

“And in fact the opposite 
was true,” King said. “I had 
underestimated the level 
of alienation that many 
women felt.” 

King said she felt the Ko¬ 
men Foundation crossed 
the line a few years ago, 
when they partnered with 
Kentucky Fried Chicken 
on the pink bucket of fast 
food. 

“What’s next, pink ciga¬ 
rettes for the cure?” King 
asked. “I think this really 
speaks to the fact that 
they’ve lost sight of their 
mission. Their primary pur¬ 
pose appears to be to sell 
products.”□
